Leadership Award in 1991, received the Al pha Landa Delta
Qut st andi ng Teacher Award in 1992-1993, and was selected as a
Di stingui shed Coll ege or University Teacher of Mathematics by
the Illinois section of the Mithematical Association of
America; in 2001, the math and conputer science |ab at

MIlikin University was naned in his honor; and

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Shelton was inducted into the MIIikin Medallion Society, an
honorary society fornmed to recogni ze 200 people who have had
